1: Furtlirmore. a search for the peptides of Table 1 1 would not be unduly burdensome 
on tie Examinlr. Unlike a search for protein or peptide compositions of matter, in which a 
seailh for moi^ than one could be burdensome, the search for diagnostic methods employing 
the peptides of Table 1 1 begins with GenBank accession numbers that are provided by the 
Applicants, and extends only to the narrow field of coronary artery disease (CAD). And unlike a 
search for protein or peptide compositions of matter, In which a search for more than one could 
be burdensome, the fact that the biomarkers in Table 1 1 do not share conserved domains or 

structures does not negatively impact a search for diagnostic methods employing the peptides of
